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'  WHAT  VEHICLES  MUST  BE 

TITLED  AND  REGISTERED 


All  vehicles  used  on  Illinois  public  roads  must 
have  title  and  registration.  (See  Sec.  3-402  of 
the  "Illinois  Vehicle  Code,"  the  state  law,  for 
exceptions.) 

If  a  motorcycle  or  motor-driven  cycle  is  not 
properly  manufactured  or  equipped  for  general 
highway  use  as  required  by  law,  it  is  not  elig¬ 
ible  for  registration,  but  will  be  issued  a  dis¬ 
tinctive  certificate  of  title. 

TITLE  ONLY  REQUESTS:  A  vehicle  title, 
without  registration,  may  be  issued  only  if  the 
vehicle  will  not  be  operated  on  public  roads. 


MAILING  INFORMATION 


Titles  showing  a  lien  are  mailed  to  the  lien¬ 
holder,  while  others  must  be  mailed  directly  to 
the  owner  at  the  residence  shown  on  the  title, 


unless  requested  otherwise. 

FEES 

•  Title  fee . $  3 

Annual  license  plate  fee  for: 

•  Passenger . 48 

•  Pick-up  truck . 48 

(gross  weight  8,000  lbs.  or  less) 

•  Motorcycle . 30 

•  Small  trailer . 14 

(gross  weight  3,000  lbs.  or  less) 


Vanity  license  plates  (initial  fee  in  addition  to 
fee  shown  above): 


•  Passenger . $75 

•  B-Truck . 75 

•  Motorcycle . 40 


There  is  an  annual  fee  of  $1  0  in  addition  to  the 
regular  renewal  fee  for  vanity  plates  each 
year  thereafter. 

Other  registration  fees  vary  according  to  the 
gross  weight,  special  use  of  vehicle,  business 
concern,  etc. 

The  fee  instrument  is  to  be  made  payable  to 
the  Secretary  of  State.

RENEWAL  INFORMATION 

All  vehicle  registrations  expire  at  the  end  of  a 
month. 

As  a  courtesy  to  motorists,  the  Vehicle  Ser¬ 
vices  Department  mails  out  registration  re¬ 
newal  applications  prior  to  the  expiration  date. 
However,  if  you  do  not  receive  a  renewal 
application,  contact  this  office.  Registrants 
are  responsible  for  maintaining  valid  reg¬ 
istration. 

Motorists  may  renew  their  registration: 

•  by  mail, 

•  at  the  Customer  Service  Centers  listed  in 
this  publication,  or 

•  through  financial  institutions  (only  pass¬ 
enger,  small  truck,  small  trailer  and  motor¬ 
cycle).
